ABNORMAL S1CNSK8 

Willetta Huggins, a blind and 
deaf girl who seemed to see with 
Iter nose and hear wit li her Angets, 
is recovering her normal Night and 
heariug, ami as she does so, her 
abnormal faculties lade. 


Two years ago, under the most 
drastic scientific tests, this girl 
showed that she could sort colored 
yarns, identify photographs, etc., 
merely by her sense of smell, ami 
could understand conversations 
without the use of her ears, merely 
by placing her fingertips on the chest 
of tlie speaker or by touching a 
telephone receiver. 

Similar eases, though rare, are 
vouched for in scientific records 
Psychologists have also observed 
that sleep walkers sometimes ap 
pear to find their way about entirely 
without tlie use of their eyes, asif 
they saw with their extended fin 
gerlips 

All of which may support the 
view*that it is really “the spirit 
within tlie body” that sees—that the 
various sense orgpns have been 
made by the mind itself for its own 
purposes, and that wlteu for any 
reason they fail to do their special 
ized work of reporting tlie outer 
world to tlie headquarters iu the 
brain, Hie mind itself can make a 
new adjustment of duties among 
t he Nenses. 

Those who hold to tiiis view and 
that sense can be trained to do far 
more than its normal duties, by the 
deliberate cultivation of lateut 
powers. Bat ordinarily this Is uu 
necessary, aud perhaps unwise, be¬ 
cause it is found that with auy all 
normal sense-development, there is 
like 1 } to lie a compensating loss 
-omewheic else. In the use of the 
senses, as of the miud, the normal 
is ttie safest ami best.

GALLAUDET HOME. 

Mr. James Madison Wit beck is 
now a resident of this Home. He 
arrived here from Sobuectady, N. 
Y., where tie had been living for fifty 
years, at about 3 o’clock on Satur 
day, March 1st. He was employee 
in tlie locomotive works iu his town 
as a pattern maker. He is already 
well settled down, aud feels at home 
here. He i« by no means a si ran- 
gei in a strauge place, toriuibe 
early history of tlie Home tie assisted 
his good fibnd, Hie late Rev. Dr 
Gallaudet, the founder of the Home, 
in various ways, aud visited Hie 
House quite often. 

If Mi. Witbeck lives until the 
3d of June next (surely tie will, he 
is still strong aud healthy), be will 
be seveuty-two years of age. 

Some of the folks hete were bis 
schoolmates, while he has loug been 
acquainted with others who were 
not his 8choolm>tes 

On Hie 3d of August, 1918, Mr. 
Witbeck left Sciiueetady at 6 
o’clock in the morning on his Indian 
motorcyle for tlie town of Milford 
in Massachusetts, where lie intended 
to spend his week’s vacation with 
his nephew When he was within 
twenty miles of Milford aud going 
at, the rate of ten miles an hour, on 
an oily tarred highway, his vehicle 
suddenly skidded and tan agaiust 
a rail fence beside the road. 
One of his knees w.is so *>adly in¬ 
jured that lie was unable to pick 
himself up. A man in an auto no 
Heed that something had happened 
to Mr Witbeck, and finding that 
he was badly iujuied, the stranger 
immediately seui for his nephew, 
who got on tlie spot, within a- short 
time. He took his uncle to a hospital 
in Worcester, in the chi that lie had 
hastily hired. 

He took Hie motor cycle along 
too. 

Mr. Wit heck was a patient at 
the hospital until October 19th. 
Then he was removed to a Milford 
hospital, where lie remained until 
lie w-’S discharged, at which time lie 
found himself Crippled for life. 
Siuce Mr Witbeck met with his 
accident. Hie General Electrical 
Association of Sohneetady has been 
giving him a small sum of money at 
tiie end of each mouth for itis sub 
sistence, and litis generous allow¬ 
ance will continue as long as Mr. 
Witbeck is alive He neithei 
drinks or uses tobacco iu any form, 
and so he was »hle to live coiupara 
lively easy with Ills small allowance, 
lie bands bis pension to the Home to 
pay for his board 

Mis Nora Scales, the cook, has 
left here She left t lie place on the 
first of March. Site felt that she 
was too old to remain at her post 
any looget. Site is 69 years of age. 
Sue had been hereabout eiuht years. 
Once a month or so, 01 whenevet 
she returned from a visit to New 
burgh, she always had a cigar for 
each of Hie men who smoke. 

Miss Elizabeth Nelson, a lady 
manager, was lime for »« couple of 
weeks in the early days of February. 

Mrs Jordan was here too early in 
February, to s«e her brother and 
sister. Mr. Jordan was with tier. 
Thev come to the metropolis every 
year in February, lo order a fresh 
supply of gomis for tboir miilineiy 
store in Pittsburg, and 90 when ver 
they do make the me ropolis such 
visits, they do com • up here for a 
day or two if the weather is uot 
severe. 

My good friend, Mr. El wood 
A Stevenson, wrote me such a 
short letter before Christmas, and 
said in part: 

“No doubt yon have been won¬ 
dering all these years what had tie- 
come of me and my family. We 
are still on deck, and trying the 
life of tlie easy southerner. At 
difforeut times I have wanted to 


sit dowu to write you a few lines, 
but tilings have been going so fast 
since I left New York, that time 
has not allowed much for letter- 
writ ini*. We manage to keep in 
touch with yon by reading your in¬ 
teresting ami pleasing write-ups in 
tlie JOUPNAL It must be a plea¬ 
sure to you to be abl« to write these 
articles from time to timfe. Keep it 
up, for in that way you let your 
friends know about you.” 

Mrs. R. R iscol informs me that 
her only son, who lias been living 
down in New Orleans for tlie past 
five years, and whom she has not 
seeu during that length of time, 
married to a nice giil on the 16th of 
last September. 

Mr. C. Q. Maun, of Yonkers, N. 
Y., was up here on the 23d of Feb¬ 
ruary, and all the (oiks were glad 
to see him again. Nearly all of 
them had a short, pleasant talk 
with him 

We have had veiy little snow up 
in this part of the State this uu 
usually mild winter. Our first 
real suowstorm came on the 10th 
of February, but as tlie snow was 
but two 01 three inches deep, 
sleighs could hardly lie used At 
00 time during this winter has the 
snow been deep enough to keep the 
automobile off the ro.id.

Ii 
was a label of love, aud enjoyed 
the writing of it very much. The 
Ohio School oomi's next, and I 
understand they will celebrate tiieii 
Centennial in tine style, iu 1929, 

I think it is. 

"Spring is beginning with us. I 
can see the buds swelling and the 
twigs of tlie trees turning green, 
bnt we are not safe from cold 
weather until April. It is lovely in 
Kentucky in April aud May, tint, in 
winter it is disagreeable, because it 
is so changeable. One day will be 
bitterly cold aud tlie next day quite 
warm Mrs. Sievensou says she 
likes Hie climate iu Iowa much 
better, because it is steady. Our 
friend, Mi. Stevenson, lias just been 
appointed Superiuteudeiit of the 
Minnesota School. We are glad 
for him, bnt sorry indeed to lose 
him and his wife. They have beeu 
very pleasant aud 1 enjoyed their 
society at meal time so much that I 
will greatly miss 1 hem. But I never 
expected he would stay long here 
He is too big a man to hold a sub¬ 
ordinate position.” 

Jane Miller, of Pleasant Valley, 
a suburb of Poughkeepsie, lias Mrs, 
Nora Scales’s place as cook, and we 
think she is a marvel. Miss Mary 
Pougb, tlie waitress, lett here on 
New Yeai’s day. It was too lone 
some for her itere. Mrs. Owens is 
iu Mary’s place 

S uiie oue, the matron herself 
perhaps has given Benjamin Friday 
a new hoy’s sled. It is five feet 
long. Mr. Soper lias made a good 
strung box, tlie length of the sled, 
aud firmly adjusted it to it. With 
this vehicle Friday takes tlie gar¬ 
bage to the dumping grounds, some 
few hundred feet away from the 
house, lie finds his sled very 
bandy Friday has been living 
here nearly foity years He came 
heie when quite young He is 
fifty six now. llereatxnita he lias 
been a useful factotum since he 
came here. He cuts and saws wood 
and helps do some work iu tlie 
laundry. 

Tlie new inmate, Mr. Witbeck, 
says he rode Ids motorcycle for 
utue years, aud during that length 
of time travelled fifty-five thousand 
miles. He usually travelled 200 
miles a day. If a man travels 200 
miles every day on a motorcycle, he 
will be able lo go a distance of 
73,000 miles in a year.

Pott Office Department 

Since the days of Benjamin Frank¬ 
lin every Postmaster General has 
found occasion to inveigh against a 
condition which has been the baheof 
the postal service since its fonnda 
tion Periodic and systematic 
campaigns have been waged 
against it bnt the evil grows as fast 
as the rapidly increasing business 
of the postal service itself 

The Post Office Department, or, 
in the final analysis, the tax payer, 
pays an annual toll for the support 
of this malignant growth, amount¬ 
ing, in round numbers, to $ 1 , 740 , 000 . 

Of late years, however, it has be¬ 
come more and more apparent that 
the Department and the tax payer 
are not the only sufferers from the 
evil. Private business and private 
industry every year lose millions of 
dollars from the same cause, which 
strange to relate, is, in most part 
preventable. 

This economic waste — this strange 
disease—is nothing more or less 
than the careless addressing of mail 
matter; the depositing of letters and^j 
packages with Incomplete, in 
adequate or incorrect addresses, an 
overwhelming majority of whicty 
come f'jm large patrons of the mails. 

In another effort to stem the tiffe 
of this waste; to save money for the 
taxpayer and to turn back into con¬ 
structive business channels the mil¬ 
lions new lost through mistakes, 
Postmaster General New has desig¬ 
nated the week of February 18 to I 
25 as BETTER MAILING WEEK. 

During that week he will seek 
the co-operation of chambers of com 
merce, boards of trade, large busi¬ 
ness and industrial enterprises, and 
the press of the country, with 
view to having antiquated mailing 
lists brought up to date and every 
check placed against the possibility 
of letters reaching the postal system 
without accurate addresses. 

The Post Office has gone a long 
way toward assisting business men 
in solving the problem. Postmasters 
have interviewed heads of firms, 
who, due to the fact that their mail 
is handled by subordinates, often are 
not aware of their own mailing diffi¬ 
culties. *The Department has even 
offered to furnish its own clerks, to 
correct and bring mailing lists up to 
date, at the nominal charge of 60 
cents an hour. 

An one time the proposal was 
made to Congress to place a one-cent 
charge upon each letter requiring 
directory service, thus attacking the 
problem through the pocket book of 
the mailer as the only means of 
solution. 

It is believed, however, that if the 
individual, firm or corporation, 
depending to any extent on the mails 
for its business, can be brought toi 
realize that the delay, and often non 
delivery of mail, results in loss of 
business and profits, the most im 
portant step will have been taken to 
correct the evil. 

There is every evidence that mail¬ 
ers of incompletely addressed maiter 
believe that to the postal service 
nothing is impossible. The implied 
compliment is appreciated, but it 
must be remembered that this no 
longer is the age of the town pump 
and that our cities have grown so 
that no longer can a mail distri 
butor be expected to know ‘1 every¬ 
body in town.” 

It is estimated that 200 , 000,000 
pieces of mail are yearly given 
” directory service,” which means 
that postal employees mast take 
time from the regular handling and 
dispatching of mail in the endeavor 
to provide correct addresses for this 
huge volume of misdirected matter 
In New York City alone the cost 
of this service approximates $500 
daily. 

Mail inadequately addressed and 
requiring directory service, of course 
means delay. Often it must be re 
turned to the sender for a new ad¬ 
dress For the lack of a return ad¬ 
dress, nearly 20 , 000,000 of these are 
sent annually to the Dead Letter 
Office. 

No matter which course these 
letters take ft means loss of money 
Directory service and the Dead 
Letter Office are costly to ihe Postal 
Service. Delay and non-delivery 
are, more often than not, costly to 
the mailer. 

Solicitations for orpers cannot 
produce results if the customer does 
not receive the solicitation. If he 
receives it a few hours late a com¬ 
petitor may get theorder which other- 


now are registered on order blanks, 
letter-heads, envelopes, and on all 
advertising. 

On the other hand, many firms 
have still to learn this lesson. Re¬ 
cently a list was selected at random 
disclosing that 281 business houses 
were using stationery upon which 
no address was to be found otl er 
than the city in which they func¬ 
tioned, and in some cases even this 
was missing. These firms represented 
the entire categeory of business, their 
products ranging from “accelerators” 
to “zithers.” 

It is felt that a great public ser¬ 
vice can be rendered in reducing the 
enormous extent of this careless and 
expensive practice. The co-opera¬ 
tion of chambers of commerce, 
boards of trade and civic organi¬ 
zations, and publicity by tbe press, 
can go a loug way toward relieving 
the postal service of the unnecessary 
drain and the result will be the 
saving of countless sums to American 
business. .1

HELPING THE CHILDREN 


The caHNal?sfc pounding on over¬ 
worked and sensitive eardmma 
caused by the continuous use of 
artificial hearing devices some¬ 
times soteirifying lo those who have 
almost lost their lo-aring that iliey 
almost wish they had been born 
totally deaf and unable to hear 
anything. 

Instruments which they use are 
for the most part electiical loud 
speaking connivances which cans* 
sounds lo pound on the ears with 
such Intensity that in a few hours 
the listener becomes completely 
exhausted. 

Tbe greatest relaxation and benefit 
for these people is afforded hy radio 
Htiangely enough, the sounds that 
come through tbe headphones of 
radio set have no wearing effect, are 
heard ev*-n better, and are clear and 
soothing, while entertaining the Its 
tener. 

Persons who twenty years ago 
could hear as good as any one and 
who have since become deaf may 
now, even thought their affliction 
continues, listen to mo«ic, lectures 
and speeches as they did before.

There are thirty otg tnizat ions for 
the deaf iu the United States, but 
t date the New York League iH Ihe 
first and only one which lias install 
ed a good radio set for its members. 
However, as a result of the won 
derful accomplishments thus far 
secured, ii is quite probable that 
other institutions will soon follow 
the example set by Ihe New York 
organization.— Donald H Short, in 
Evening Mail Radio Review.

These are proven facts and the 
results mentioned having been 
actually obtained t.y the New York 
League for the Hard of Hearing, lo 
cated at 120 East Fifty ninth Street. 

In many cases radio lias actually 
improved the heariug of persons 
who thought that they would never 
bear again. This statement, how¬ 
ever, must be qualified, for if is not 
one of tho.se ill-advised enrrer rc J 
por*x that are .10 easily :aUMu&*a 
stood, with Ihe roeufl that too 
much may be hoped for. 

Miss Anetla W. Peck secretary 
of the League for the Hard of .Hear¬ 
ing, who is herself quite deaf, states 
that it is not yet known whether 
radio will actually be the means of 
improving or restoring hearing in 
•very instance. 

“However,” she continues, 
“ radio offers a source of happiness 
to the deafened which at present is 
unrealizable. Our eyes were open¬ 
ed to tbe possibilities by the case of 
our presideut, Warren Poud, who 
was the first to note the remarkable 
clarity of ihe music received iu the 
headphones. The months which 
have passed have added much to 
Mr. Pond’s experience. 

“ What does this mean for tbe 
futnre? Untold happiness to those 
whose minds have treeri in silence 
for many years, aud secondly, that 
the experimenters in radio may 
discover some new method fot the 
physical alleviation of deafness 
The tadio set at the league is the 
result of experiments conducted 
with the object of entertaining 
listeners and at the same time ex¬ 
ercising their ears. A largo por 
tlon of the members, ptacFc lly all 
in fact, can hear well with the 
outfit. Improvement in the bearing 
of these members is still in tbe ex¬ 
perimental stage. No scienliflo tests 
have been made yet, although the 
league expects to conduct some 
within the next few months. As 
lo the enjoyment received, that is 
evident from the fact that there is 
never a vacant headset when a good 
programme is ou 

To cite * few insiauces, sn elderly 
woman, deafened from childhood, 
made it her practice to bring her 
work to tbe league, and as the 
needle in her hands flew she would 
listen In. At the end of several 
weeks workers who were in constant 
attendance found that she heard 
their voices more easily than before.

Thbkb have been rumors of the 
resignation of Superintendent John 
W. Jones from the Ohio Institution. 

The Ohio Stale Journal says that 
he is planning to retire. Mr. Joiies’s 
reply is giving verbatim, as it appear¬ 
ed in the newspaper:— 

“ I have served here 29 years and 
expect to remain six more years, 
he said. “ Then I shall have reach 
ed the advanced age of 70 and shall 
be automatically retired. In that 
year the school will celebrate its 
hundredth anniversary, and I hope 
to participate in that celebration. 

And we heartily endorse the edi 
tonal comment in the same news¬ 
paper. He came to the cause of the 
education of the Deaf with a scholar¬ 
ly mind, and treated the deaf always 
fair and square. He studied his 
work and l>ecame one of the great 
men of the profession. The follow¬ 
ing is an excerpt from the columns 
of the Slate fournal of Columbus, 
Ohio: 

"Ohio people who know of the fine 
work that is being done at the 
School for the Deaf will read with 
pleasure the news that Superinten¬ 
dent J. W. Jones is not to resign, but 
will remain in the position he has 
filled so acceptably. The city heard 
the rumor of his probable resignation 
with the keenest regret, because here 
in Columbus the people know how 
admirably the school work has been 
done under his direction, how large 
has been the advantage to the un¬ 
fortunate which the school has 
supplied under his administration. 

"Six years hence the school 
will observe its 100 th anniversary 
and in the same year Superin 
tendent Jones will reach the age 
of 70 and lie ready to retire. 
He has been looking forward to that 
doable anniversary for years, and he 
has no intention of spoiling the de 
lightful picture ir presents to him 
For 29 years he has been at the head 
of that school, has carried forward 
its work, has broadened the scope 
and made its contribution to the 
unfortunate immeasurably larger 
than it bad been before. It ceased 
to be a state asylum and became 1 
State school for victims of misfor 
tune. It has helped them overcome 
their misfortunes, has educated aud 
trained them for life, has sent them 
out, hundreds of them, to be useful 
and productive citizens. 

“ Ohio has the credit of being one 
of the earliest states in the country 
to found a school for its deaf chil¬ 
dren. It has kept that school in the 
forefront among the schools of the 
country, has made it stand for the 
best in educational work and train¬ 
ing for life, baa been able at all times 
to point to conspicuous results secur¬ 
ed, It is the dream of Superinten¬ 
dent Jones to see the state dispose of 
the present school plant, locate 
new one in the suburbs of the city, 
or out in the country, and equip it 
for the work that will be needed in 
the future. He hopes to see that 
dream realized within the next few 
years."

TORONTO TIDINGS 

The Board of Trustees of the 
Toronto Evangelical Church of the 
Deaf, held its March meeting on the 
10th with a full attendance.

There appeared in the Harrisburg 
Telegraph, a couple of weeks ago, 
this editorial comment, which is tbe 
most favorable we have read fn 
many mouths. As this paper is tbe 
official organ of the Pinchot adminis¬ 
tration, the effect of the comment 
will have great weight with that 
class of hearing people who would 
deprive the capable deaf of the 
privilege and pleasure of operating a 
motor vehicle. 

"Arrangements for a Committee 
of deaf persons, Rev. Franklin C. 
Stnielau, Chairman, Selins Grove, 
Prof. J. A. Mucllvaine, Mt Airy, 
and Frank A. Leitner, Wilkinsburg, 
to assist Pauli) Wright, State High¬ 
way Commissioner, in making re¬ 
gulations for the operation of motor 
vehicles by deaf persons is one of the 
most unique things undertaken by 
Highway officials in their great task 
of looking after more than a million 
cars and their drivers And yet it is 
a very sensible thing to do. There 
are people afflicted by deafness who 
are handicapped because those who 
make regulations do not realize their 
possibilities as they do their limita¬ 
tions, and there are some deaf-mutes 
who can run a car much better than 
some people with normal facul¬ 
ties. The great thing in operating a 
car is regard for the public, backed 
by a good eye and a clear head. Be¬ 
yond a doubt the Committee will 
work out some method whereby per¬ 
sons who are well-equipped from a 
gray matter^stand|)oint and physical¬ 
ly sound, if deaf, will be permitted 
to drive.” 

Since the appointment of the Com¬ 
mittee, seven applications from deaf 
persons have been approved and three 
refused. The chairman deeply feels 
the responsibility under which he is 
placed, and wishes to assure all deaf 
persons that he will be fair in his re¬ 
commendations, aud trusts that the 
deaf of Pennsylvania will realise that 
every precaution must be used to 
safeguard tbe right we won through 
the Legislature a year ago. 

Every deaf person applying for an 
operator’s license should not hesi¬ 
tate to state that be is deaf in mak¬ 
ing out the application. Ask for a 
"learner’s permit” from any State 
Trooper or Inspector. This permit 
is good for 30 days, and before it 
expires the applicant will be requir¬ 
ed to take an examination to qualify 
as a licensed operator. 

The chairman has a list of places 
and the days of the week where the 
examinations are conducted by the 
Highway Patrol, and is also well 
versed in all the rules and regula¬ 
tions every Pennsylvania motoriat 
should know. It will be well for 
those contemplating the purchase of 
a motor vehicle to write the Chair¬ 
man for information and advice as to 
procuring an operator’s license.
